Insures  against  risk  of  fire,  houses,  goods  and  merchandise , 
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as  it  is  to  restrict  them  to  one  fixed  religious 
ceremony.  A  simple  provision  for  civil 
marriage  is  all  that  can  be  required,  not  as 
an  exclusive  legal  ceremony,  but  as  an  al- 
ternative where  the  contracting  parties  pre- 
fer it  to  the  religions  ceremony.  Primarily 
marriage  is  a  private  contract,  and  it  should 
therefore  be  left  as  lar  as  possible  to  the 
tastes  and  preferences  of  the  parties  directly 
concerned.  To  prevent  improper  and  ille- 
gal unions,  the  state  may  very  properly  ex- 
act an  application  for  a  license,  where  proofs 
may  be  required  that  no  legal  obstacle  ex- 
ists to  such  union.  Then,  too,  the  stale 
may  specify  who  is  legally  empowered  to 
celebrate  marriage,  impose  penalties  on 
those  infringing  the  law,  and  impose  an 
obligation  of  registering  the  act  at  some 
specified  public  office.  Beyond  that  the 
slate  should  not  go,  and  particularly  under 
a  form  of  government  designed  to  leave  its 
citizens  free  to  manage  their  own  affairs, 
In  a  republic  we  are  concerned  mainly  to 
preserve  order,  prevent  crime  and  see  that 
justice  is  executed  between  man  and  man. 
These  matters  of  personal  sentiment  arc 
best  left  to  individual  choice. 
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Tiik  new  constitution  was  formally  signed 
yesterday  evening  and  was  promulgated  by 
a  decree  of  the  same  date.      It  appears,  from 
a  hasty  examination,  to  be  a  close  copy  of 
the  constitution  ol    the   United   Slates,  even 
to  the  retention  cf  features,  such  as  the  col- 
lege  of  electors  in   presidential   elections, 
which  experience  has  proved  to  be  imprac- 
ticable.    It  also  contains  restrictions,  such 
as    the   sole  recognition    of  civil    marriage 
which  must  precede  the  religious  ceremony, 
which  seem  to  us  out  of  place  in  a  funda- 
mental law  of  this  character.      In  other  re- 
spects,   however,  the   instrument,    like   its 
celebrated  model,  is  most  wisely   and  liber- 
ally conceived.      In  some  particulars  it  con- 
tains decided  improvements  on  the  Ameri- 
can constitution,  as  in  the  extension  of  the 
presidential  term  to  six  years  and  a  prohi- 
bition on  a  second  succeeding   term.     This 
will  render  it  impossible  for  any  President 
to  intrigue  lor  his  re-election,  though  it  will 
not  prevent  such  intrigues  as  that  which  se- 
cured the  election  of  President  Celman,  ol 
Argentina.     In   a   general    sense   the    new 
constitution  provides  for  a  federal  union  of 
the  old  provinces  under  the  designation  of 
states;  for   a    President  and  Vice-President 
elected  indirectly  by  popular  vole  for  a  term 
of  six  years,  not  eligible   for  re-election  for 
next  succeeding  term;  a  national  Congress 
of  two  chambers,  viz.:  a  Chamber  of  Depu- 
ties elected  for  three  years  by   popular  vote 
in  the  ratio  of  one  to  every  70,000  of  popu- 
lation, and  a  Senate  elected  by  state  legisla- 
tures in  the  proportion  of  three  to  each  state 
for  periods  of  nine  years,     renewable   by 
thirds;  a   federal   district   lor   the  national 
capital,  invested  with  the  rights  of  represen- 
tation similar  to  the  states;  a   federal  judi- 
ciary   composed    of   a     Supreme    Federal 
Tribunal  of  15  justices  appointed  for  life, 
and  district  tribunals;  a  cabinet  of  ministers 
to  advise  and  assist  the  President;  responsi- 
bility of  President  and  cabinet  before  the 
Supreme  Tribunal   and   Senate;  the  auton- 
omy of  the  states  for  local  government;  uni- 
versal suffrage  for  all  citizens  except  beg- 
gars, illiterates,    private  soldiers  and  mem- 
bers nf  religious  orders  and  bodies  owing 
allegiance  to  rules  which  deprive  them  of 
their  individual   liberty.     The  states    must 
adopt  constitutions  and  organize  their  gov- 
ernments before  the  end  of  1892.     The  first 
election    of   President   and    Vice-President 
will  be  by  the  Congress  called  to  meet  on 
November  151I1  next,  and  the  first  term  will 
end  on  November  15th,  1896.  The  presiden- 
tial elections  will  be  held  on  March  1st,  the 
electoral    college   will    meet   May    1st,  and 
Congress  will  assemble  annually   on    May 
3rd.     From  a  cursory  glance,  the  constitu- 
tion is  an  able  document,  and  the  country  is 
to  be  congratulated   on  its   promulgation, 
even  if  it  is  not  an  expression  of  popular 
choice. 


The  dispatch  from  the  minister  of  agri- 
culture to  his  colleague  at  the  Treasury,  a 
translation  of  which  we  publish  elsewhere, 
will  we  trust  lead  to  a  strict  investigation 
into  the  question  of  "aid  to  agriculture,1' 
and  also  to  some  official  report  as  to  the 
manner  in  which  the  favored  banks  have 
employed  the  enormous  sum  of  money—- 
over  40,000,000$ — advanced  by  the  Treas- 
ury, free  of  interest,  to  meet  the  complaints 
of  the  suffering  agriculturists  of  Brazil. 
From  the  inception  we  have  combatted  this 
idea.  It  was  openly  a  political  move  to  se- 
cure votes  from  unruly  planters;  it  was 
stigmatized  as  such  and  the  fear  was  ex- 
pressed that  it  would  result  in  scandalous 
jobbery.  The  question  would  not  have 
been  ventilated,  wc  fear,  but  for  the  conflict 
between  the  Banco  Colonisador  e  Agricola 
and  the  inspector-general  ol  lands  and  colo- 
nization, which  is  to  result  in  a  suitor  suits 
for  libel,  for  it  was  very  evident  that  the 
Treasury  was  quite  prepared  to  continue  Sr. 
Affonso  Celso's  contracts  until  the  question 
of  funds  arose.  And  it  is  also  to  be  feared 
that  the  Treasury  had  no  intention  of  taking 
steps  to  enforce  those  clauses  of  the  con- 
tracts that  provide  for  the  banks  advancing 
from  their  own  funds  a  sum  equal  to  that 
advanced  by  the  stale.  Such  banks  as  have 
large  amounts  representing  mortgages  on 
their  books  may  easily  meet  the  law  by  a 
transfer  from  one  to  another  account,  for 
renewals  are  declared  to  be  legitimate  "aid 
to  agriculture  "  by  the  minister  of  finance  ; 
but  such  banks  as  were  stalled  merely  to 
work  the  proffered  government  agency  will 
be  placed  in  serious  slraiLs,  if  the  Treasury 
insists  upon  their  fulfilling  the  strict  terms 
of  their  contracts.  And  it  is  to  be  hoped 
this  will  he  insisted  upon.  From  a  com- 
mercial point  of  view  it  would  have  been 
infinitely  preferable  had  the  government 
taken  over  the  land  represented  by  this  40,- 
000,000$  and  proceeded  as  the  banks  do  in 
similar  cases — appoint  the  former  owners 
overseers  with  a  salary.  For  in  this  case 
the  "aid  to  agriculture"  would  have  reached 
the  agriculturist,  whereas  it  is  now  tolerably 
certain  that  it  has  been  intercepted  before 
reaching  him.  This  question  of  "aid  to 
agriculture"  needs  the  fullest  investigation 
and  it  is  only  to  be  attributed  to  fear  of  the 
omnipotent  planter,  that  so  much  delay  has 
occurred  in  securing  it.

While  we  are  under  many  obligations  to 
our  colleague  Brazil  for  transcribing  our 
brief  discussion  of  the  new  civil  marriage 
act,  we  trust  that  no  mistake  will  be  made 
in  regard  to  our  position  on  that  question. 
We  are  wholly  and  unreservedly  in  favor  of 
civil  marriage,  but  we  are  consistent  enough 
in  our  republicanism  to  leave  the  choice  be- 
tween a  civil  and  religious  ceremony  en- 
tirely to  the  parties  concerned.  In  0111 
opinion  it  is  as  much  of  a  mistake  to  re- 
strict marriages  to  one  fixed  civil  ceremony, 


We  deeply  regret  to  note  that  the  ad- 
ministrator of  the  Misericordia  feels  obliged 
to  charge  us  with  an  undue  exercise  of  im- 
agination in  the  statements  made  in  our 
last  issue  in  regard  to  the  death  of  Mr.  John 
Wetson.  We  are  not  in  the  habit  of  editing 
this  paper  with  nothing  but  imagination, 
and  are  therefore  quite  prepared  to  prove 
that  the  role  of  accuser  is  not  so  "very  dif- 
ficult" after  all.  In  the  first  place  Sr.  Col- 
onna  says  that  "  not  one  of  the  many  per- 
sons seeking  to  visit  the  American  subject 
(sk)  John  Wetson  failed  to  speak  with  him." 
Two  of  our  informants,  one  of  whom  is  a 
clergyman,  called  at  the  Misericordia  in 
April,  asked  for  the  patient  and  were  told 
that  no  such  man  was  in  the  institution. 
One  of  these  gentlemen  went  through  some 
of  the  wards  making  inquiries,  and  even 
then  obtained  no  information.  As  neither 
of  them  knew  Mr  Wetson  personally  they 
were  obliged  to  depend  wholly  on  the  hos- 
pital attendants.  A  third  gentleman  went 
there,  at  our  request,  some  weeks  since  and 
was  told  that  there  was  no  such  man  in  the 
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hospital  He  insisted  and  asked  to  see  the 
books,  He  informs  us  that  objections  were 
at  first  made  to  his  examining  the  books, 
and  that  on  looking  them  over  he  found  Mr. 
Wetson's  name  entered  as  "JoSo  Wilson." 
He  then  learned  that  the  patient  had  died 
early  in  May  and  that  his  name  was  pub- 
lished as  "Jose*  Wilson."  Our  informant 
is  a  gent'eman  whose  word  can  not  be 
questioned,  but  if  Sr,  Colonna  wishes 
further  proof  we  beg  to  refer  him  to  the 
burial  list  of  May  6th,  published  in  the 
Jornaldo  Commercio  of  May  10th,  where 
may  be  ssei  this  en  ry :  "  ffemorrhagia 
cerebral,— O  Americano  Jos6  Wilson,  61 
annos,  so'teiro,  morador  na  rua  do  Curvcllo 
n.  17  e  falleciclo  no  hospital  da  Misericor- 
dia,"  This  e'early  proves  all  the  state- 
ments made  in  these  columns  and  is,  in  our 
opinion,  ample  justification  for  our  critcisms 
on  the  management  of  that  institution. 
As  to  our  complaint  that  Protestant  inmates 
aie  not  permitted  to  have  clergymen  and 
publications  of  their  faith,  the  administrator  is 
silent.  It  is  an  old  dispute  on  which  there  is 
nothing  more  to  be  said,  except  to  petition 
the  government  for  a  proportional  division 
of  the  port  dues,  now  paiu  the  Misericordia, 
with  some  other  hospital  where  complete 
religious  toleration  exists.  And  now  that 
we  are  discussing  this  matter,  will  Sr.  Col- 
onna give  us  information  (not  imagination) 
in  regard  to  this  case  ?  We  have  the  names 
of  three  men,  presumably  sailors,  who  state 
that  they  saw  an  attendant  strike  a  sick 
man,  an  American  named  George  Plum- 
mer,  across-  the  breast  with  a  folded  sheet 
at  half  past  five  o'clock  on  the  morn- 
ing of  the  18th  inst.,  at  the  same  time 
calling  him  vile  names,  because  the  patient 
had  soiled  his  bed.  Plummer  was  lyingon 
his  bed  in  a  helpless  condition,  and  died  at 
12:15  p.m.  on  the  seme  day— less  than 
seven  hours  after  this  b  Jtal  treatment.  In 
the  name  of  humanity  such  incidents  as  this 
cannot  be  permitted  to  pass  without  investi- 
gation. Sr.  Colonna  will  now  permit  us  to 
add  that  we -do  not  charge  the  sisters  and 
administrators  of  the  hospital  with  wilful 
neglect  and  cruelty,  but  we  do  charge  that 
there  is  culp;'.b'e  negligence,  needless  intol- 
erance, unwarranted  restriction  upon  friends 
and  visitors,  and  frequently  very  harsh  treat- 
ment by  stewards  and  nurses.  There  is 
also  too  much  carelessness  in  the  medical 
and  surgical  treatment  of  inmates,  as  may 
be  verified  from  the  number  of  deaths  fol- 
lowing surgical  operations.  This  is  a  ques- 
tion, however,  for  future  discussion. 


FOREIGN  COMPANIES, 
Rio  de  Janeiro,  14th  June,  1890. 
To  the  Editor  of  the  Rio  News  : 

Sir, —It  is  obvious  that  the  second  of 
your  leading  articles  of  the  9th  inst.  relating 
to  the  Companies  Act  of  17th  January,  was 
written  before  you  had  time  to  study  the" 
minister's  declaration  of  7th  June.  This 
leclaration  limits  the  obligation  of  foreign 
companies  already  established  here  to  com- 
pliance with  the  dispositions  of  only  the 
final  clause  of  Art.  1,  viz.;  No.  Ill,  which 
refers  merely  to  registration  of  the  statutes 
and  such  other  formalities.  Foreign  bank- 
ing companies  that  may  come  to  be  estab- 
lished here  from  the  date  of  the  decree  on- 
ward (till  its  revocation)  will  still  be  subject  to 
the  condition  of  "realizing  within  two  years 
two-thirds,  at  least,  of  their  capital  in  this 
country,"  whatever  that  may  exactly  mean. 
But  the  declaration  makes  it  quite  clear  and 
final  that  neither  this  obligation,  nor  any 
other  beyond  those  relating  to  the  formali- 
ties before  mentioned,  is  now  incumbent  on 
the  banks  or  companies  already  established 
here.  This  is,  of  course,  quite  the  con- 
trary of  what  was  originally  intended,  the 
vague  provision  as  to  realization  of  capital 
being  plainly  designed  not  to  deter  the  es- 
tablishment of  new  banks,  but  to  hang  as  a 
kind  of  menace  over  the  foreign  banks  al- 
ready established,  so  as  to  induce  good  con- 
duct, such  as  their  drawing  at  unprofitable 
rates  whenever  exchange  might  be  weak.  It 
is  not  agreeable  to  say  anything  so  discour- 
teous of  a  ministerial  declaration,  but  the 
theory  of  the  omission  by  a  "clerical  error" 
of  the  words  "anonyma  bancaria"  in  No.  1 
of  §2  of  Art,  1,  is  quite  unaccountable,/^/' 
various  reasons,  one  of  which  is  that  these 
words  restrict  in  a  way  evidently  not  in- 
tended the  application  of  the  following  two 
numbers  in  which  the  words  ''these  com- 
panies" would  with  the  alteration  refer  only 
to  banking  companies.

the  specified  proportion  of  capital  within  the 
co'-ntry  at  once.  Any  other  interpretation 
involves  an  absurdity,  These  comnanies 
had  al-eady  been  compelled  to  apply  for 
authorization  to  transact  business,  even 
when,  like  the  Liclgerwood  Manufacturing 
Co.,  they  had  been  established  here  for 
twenty  or  thirty  years  ;  and  they  had  also 
complied  with  all  the  requirements  of 
registering  their  statutes,  lists  of  share- 
holders, etc,  Giving  them  six  months  to 
do  what  has  already  been  done  is  clearly 
absurd.  Still  further,  the  last  number  of 
the  last  section  of  Art.  1,  to  which  the 
Diario  Official  says  that  Art.  xxxiit  relers, 
is  in  itself  only  a  "pointer"  to  another  part 
of  the  decree,  viz,  :  Art.  iv,  §  4,  Nos.  1 
to  3,  and  §  5.  If  these  particulars  only 
were  in  view,  why  -did  not  Art,  xxxm  refer 
to  them  directly,  instead  of  through  the 
roundabout  medium  of  Art,  1,  §  2,  in  ? 
And  if  the  minister  meant  this  last  number 
of  Art,  i,  why  did  he  not  specify  it  in  fig- 
ures, as  is  almost  invariably  dime,  instead 
of  using  the  indefinite  phrase  "in  fine'' 
which  is  generally  used  in  another  sense? 
However,  as  the  explanation  stands,  ex- 
isting foreign  companies  have  two  years  for 
compliance  with  the  dxree,  instead  of  six 
months.  The  minister  of  finance  is  a  law- 
yer ami  must  know  the  value  of  clear,  ex- 
plicit ami  unequivocal  terms,  and  we  trust 
that  he  will  improve  tin  first  opportunity  to 
revise  these  vague  expressions  so  that  no 
one  may  be  deceived.  Perhaps  a  revisory 
commission  would  not  be  a  bad  measure  for 
the  first  General  Assembly,  for  the  express 
purpose  of  legalizing  these  hastily -drawn 
decrees  and  simplifying  and  harmonizing 
their  provisions  ?

Ik  the  leading  article  in  the  Diario  de 
Nolicias  of  17th  June  is  to  be  taken  as  a 
fair  indication  of  the  sentiments  entertained 
by  the  minister  of  finance  towards  foreign- 
ers and  merchants,  then  the  outlook  for  the 
immediate  future  is  anything  but  reassuring. 
We  are  accustomed  to  consider  this  paper 
as  the  personal  organ  of  the  minister  ; 
therefore  its  opinions  on  current  topics  of 
great  importance  must  be  considered  as 
more  or  less  inspired,  When,  therefore, 
we  find  the  hundred  and  fifty  important 
mercantile  firms  who  recently  protested 
against  the  20%  gold  duties,  described  as  a 
half-dozen  intriguers,  and  their  protest  as  a 
"represeniacCw  dos  inglezes"  followed  by 
insinuations  that  the  signatures  were  ob- 
tained by  intrigue,  falsehood  and  coercion, 
it  is  full  time  to  call  a  halt.  The  minister 
of  finance  ought  to  know—and  leach  his 
henchmen  as  well— that  there  are  no  firms 
in  Brazil  more  respectable  and  influential 
than  those  which  signed  that  representation. 
As  they  belong  to  a  class  through  whose 
hands  three-fourths  of  the  public  revenue  is 
paid,  their  opinion  is  entitled  to  serious 
consideration  and  may  be  considered  to 
have  more  weight  than  those  of  the  petti- 
fogging lawyers  who  are  accustomed  to 
look  upon  public  administration  as  belong- 
ing to  their  special  province.  The  minister 
is  apparently  resolved  to  treat  these  men 
with  the  contempt  expressed  in  his  organ. 
If  he  does,  it  will  be  a  blunder  which 
sooner  or  later  will  react  upon  his  own 
head.  The  merchants  of  Brazil  possess  a 
power  which  they  do  not  yet  know  how  to 
measure  and  use  ;  if  the  minister  of  finance 
continues  in  the  path  he  is  now  following 
he  will  drive  them  eventually  into  an 
organized  resistance  which  he  will  be  wholly 
unable  to  meet.

interpretation  of  the  law 
particularly  as  it  is  of- 
ficially explained  that  the  article  in  question 
means  something  widely  different  from 
what  it  says.  As  a  minister's  unofficial  ex- 
planation is  not  law,  we  have  given  the 
unsigned  explanation  published  in  the  Di- 
ario Official  of  June  7th,  which  may.  or 
may  not  have  emanated  from  the  Treasury 
and  certainly  has  no  legal  force,  no  more 
credit  than  may  be  given  to  any  other  in- 
dividual opinion.  In  countries  governed 
by  parliamentary  institutions,  it  generally 
requires  a  legislative  act  to  correct  even  a 
clerical  error,  but  admitting  that  the  man 
who  enjoys  the  authority  to  decree  such  a 
law,  maj'  further  exercise  the  power  to 
make  subsequent  corrections,  can  we  feel 
assured  that  his  successors  will  accept  his 
interpretations'  of  passages  which  are  cer- 
tainly far  from  clear  ? 

With  respect  to  the  interpretation  of 
Art.  33,  ^[,  which  may  <»■  may  not  seriously 
aflect  the  status  o(  foreign  companies  in 
Brazil,  is  it  clear  that  this  unotlicial  and 
unsigned  declaration  of  June  7th  settles  all 
doubts?  Let  us  see.  The  article  in  ques- 
tion reads  as  follows  : 

Art.  xxxiit,  %,  —  Foreign  societies  now  existing 
in  the  country  tire  obliged  to  comply  with  the  dis- 
positions of  Ait.  i  in  fine  within  six  months,  to 
count  from  die  date  oi  the  publication  of  the 
present  decree;  penalty  that  of  losing  the  right  to 
transact  business  in  this  republic. 

It  has  always  been  our  opinion  that  this 
article  was  designed  solely  for  the  appli- 
cation of  the  words  "within  six  months"  to 
the  capital  of  companies  already  transacting 
business  in  Brazil.  It  is  the  only  reason- 
able interpretation,  because  all  the  other 
requirements  of  the  decree  were  already  in 
force — such  as  registry  and  presentation  of 
statutes,  list  of  shareholders,  etc. — through 
the  operations  of  an  existing  law,  and  had 
been  complied  with  by  these  companies 
some  years  previously.  The  crusade  against 
foreign  companies  some  two  or  three  years 
a^o,  and  the  fines  imposed  on  several  be- 
cause of  non-compliance  with  the  law,  has 
surely  not  been  so  completely  forgotten  that 
the  minister  now  feels  it  necessary  to  decree 
that  all  these  companies  must  do  in  six 
months  what  everybody  knows  was  done 
long  ago  !  Notwithstanding  the  use  of  the 
phrase  "in  fine"  therefore,  which  from  the 
context  invariably  gives  the  impression  that 
"tn  Mo"  was  intended,  we  are  inclined  to 
believe  that  the  object  of  this  article  was  to

RIVER  PLATE  ITEMS. 

— Small-pox  continues  unabated  at  Rosario. 

—The  sanitary  authorities  of  Buenos  Aires  have 
ordered  the  closing  of  the  British  cemetery  in  that 
city. 

—A  Montevideo  telegram  of  the  19th  says  that 
Gen.  Rodrigues  had  been  placed  under  arrest  for 
ostentatiously  neglecting  to  call  on  the  President  ! 
Really,  a  South  American  republic  is  a  thing  of 
never  ending  delight. 

—It  is  said  that  the  Argentine  government  has 
resolved  to  give  empresatio  Ferrari  a  subvention  of 
$500,000  per  annum.  We  are  really  unequal  to 
the  emergency;  if  any  man  can  do  justice  to  such 
monumental  idiocy  our  whole  establishment  is  at 
his  disposal. 

—A  telegram  from  Buenos  Aires  on  the  19th 
says  that  the  Brazilian  steamer  Ladatio  had  thrown 
the  body  of  a  yellow  fever  victim  into  the  river, 
and  adds  that  the  Argentine  sanitary  authorities  are 
demanding  restrictions  on  the  bee  navigation  of 
the  River  Plate. 

—The  United  States  steamer  Tallapoosa  met 
with  an  accident  at  the  River  on  the  30th  tilt.  She 
broke  a  shaft  when  near  the  Chico  light-ship  and 
had  to  go  lo  Buenos  Aires  under  sail— a  distance 
of  about  30  miles.  She  reached  the  outer  roads  on 
the  morning  of  the  fourth  day,  made  eight  miles 
more  with  the  assistance  of  a  steam  tug,  and  then 
got  into  the  Boca  safely  about  noon  of  the  sixth 
day.  As  a  sailer  the  Tallapoosa  is  to  be  beaten 
only  by  a  canal  boat. 


— A  quarrel  has  already  broken  out  in  Sao  Paulo 
nvei  llie  priority  in  the  discovery  of  a  new  method 
for  aerial  navigation.  Would  it  not  be  advisable  to 
first  test  the  value  of  llie  discovery  ?  Perhaps 
neither  competitor  will  desire  to  father  the  in- 
vention after  a  fair  trial. 

— Official  telegrams  state  that  Martins,  [r.  has 
been  accepted  as  chief  of  the  "genuine"  republi- 
cans of  Pernambuco.  Mow  many  grades  of  repub- 
licans are  there?  Genuine,  historical,  "  original 
old  shell-backs,"  adhesionists,  etc.,  make  one  be- 
wildered. 

—  The  Porto  Alegre  papers  announce  the  organ- 
ization of  a  new  political  paity  in  Rio  Grande,  to 
be  known  as  the  "(■'mdo  .Vacionaf,"  which  is  com- 
posed of  members  of  llie  old  parties  and  leaders  of 
1  lie  republican  dissidents.  The  chosen  head  of 
the  party  is  Visconde  de  PeloUs. 

—Telegrams  published  here  on  the  2otli  give  the 
number  ol  voters  registered  in  the  city  of  Bahia  at 
9,540,  and  of  those  registered  in  the  state  of  Rio 
Grande  do  Norte  at  iS.ooo.  A  superfluous  addi- 
tion lo  the  latter  news  is  that  a  large  majority  are 
republicans.     Everyone  is  a  republican  in  Brazil. 

— Telegrams  published  here  as  to  the  political 
sanation  in  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  are  very  contra- 
dictory. Those  from  one  source,  the  new  consoli- 
dated party,  describe  many  adhesions;  those  from 
the  opposite  side  are  accounts  of  protests  from  for- 
mer liberals  and  conservatives  against  the  league. 

— The  Pinto  usine,  Pernambuco,  reports  having 
ground  18,433,364  kilos,  of  sugar  cane  daring  the 
past  season,  which  resulted  in  a  gross  return  of 
3S5-076$957,  or  171, 347^332  more  than  for  last 
year's  work.  The  net  result  was  Q[,7o5$S28, 
from   which  a  10  percent,  dividend  was  declared, 


alter  carrying  a  large  sum  to  profit  and  loss  account. 
— The  Santos  inlendencia  has  been  increasing 
taxation  in  that  city  to  almost  the  point  of  pro- 
hibition. On  steamship  and  insurance  agencies  the 
tax  is  raised  from  200$  to  400$  per  annum.  The 
street  fruit-sellers  are  to  pay  from  30$  to  50$, 
instead  of  20$.  Even  the  managers  and  directors 
of  banks  and  companies  are  to  be  specifically  taxed. 

—A  telegram  from  Fortaleza  on  the  19th  says 
that  the  governor  of  Ceara  had  prohibited  a  meet- 
ing called  to  discuss  the  organization  of  the 
republic.  The  people  of  Ceara  evidently  do  not 
understand  ibat  Brazil  is  to  be  a  republic  only  in 
name,  and  that  discussion  is  not  to  be  permitted. 
We  are  to  live,  move  and  have  our  being  only  by 
decree ! 

— The  municipal  uitendencia  of  Santos  seems  in- 
clined to  play  the  part  of  an  autocrat  in  that  little 
city.  Not  only  do  they  override  all  judicial  auth- 
ority, but  they  decree  new  taxes  and  by-laws  at 
pleasure,  The  local  imposts  have  been  so  largely 
increased  that  the  merchants  are  beginning  to 
seriously  complain.  One  house  which  paid  325$ 
in  municipal  taxes  for  the  past  year,  has  been 
assessed  625$  for  next  year. 

—On  the  21st  there  was  quite  a  little  tempest  at 
the  S.  Paulo  law-school.  As  ihere  is  nothing  but 
"  soaping  "  going  on,  a  number  of  students  from 
Rio  went  lo  S.  Paulo  for  reasons  best  known  to 
themselves  and  the  statesmen  in  embryo  at  S.  Paulo 
determined  upon  a  glorious  reception.  One  of  the 
professors  seems  lo  have  seen  the  absurdity  of  the 
affair  and  was  treated  with  open  disrespect  by  the 
boys,  followed  by  a  demand  for  his  retirement.

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Railroad    Notes 


—A  decree  of  tlie  governor  of  Rio  de  Tunalro 
dated  on  the  18th  grants  u  concession  for  70  years 
for  a  railway  from  Maxanihomha  to  S,  T0S0  do 
Principe, 

—On  llie  21st  a  local  journal  states  that  it  is  pro- 
posed to  grant  a  concession  for  a  railway  from  a 
place  called  Estrcito  to  the  town  of  Lages,  Santa 
Catharina, 

—Advices  from  S.  Paulo  state  that  a  proposal  for 
the  purchase  of  (lie  Iluana  railway  had  been  sub- 
mitted to  the  directory,  The  price  offered  is  said 
to  be  about  9,500,000$. 

— Mail  advices  from  Santa  Catharina  state  that 
the  people  of  Lagnna  will  present  the  D.  Thereza 
Christina  railway  with  the  road-bed  ready  for  rails 
down  to  a  terminus  on  the  sea  shore. 

— A  decree  dated  on  the  2olh  joins  the  two  Rio 
Grande  do  Sill  government  railways,  Porto  Alegre 
to  Cacequy  and  Bage  to  Uruguayans,  under  one 
administration,  the  name  of  the  road  to  be  the 
"Porto  Alegre  and  UrUguayana  Railway." 

—It  is  expected  that  the  Botanical  Garden  tram- 
way branch  to  the  military  school  will  be  ready  for 
traffic  about  the  end  of  the  month.  When  il  is  fin- 
ished we  shall  not  be  surprised  to  hear  that  the 
company  lias  been  asked  to  carry  cadets  and  in- 
structors free.

—  "We  hear  it  said  that  the  present  ministers, 
with  the  exception  of  Gen.  Benjamin  Constant,

The  invention  consists  in  a  combination  of 
petroleum  refuse  with  a  lew  simple  inexpensive  ar 
tides,  from  which  results  a  compound  that  ignites 
easily,  and  hums  Ireely  for  some  time,  furnishing  a 
superior  kindler  for  coal  either  in  steam  engines  or 
in  domestic  use.  The  article  is  claimed  to-be 
cheaper  and  preferable  10  wood,  and  is  much  more 
convenient  to  use.  It  was  first  patented  at  Buenos 
Aires  in  September  1888,  where  it  has  heen  proved 
to  be  most  valuable  on  account  of  the  scarcity  ol 
wood.  It  was  subsequently  patented  in  Uruguay, 
United  Stales  and  England.  We  understand  that 
Mr.  Randall  will  soon  go  to  England  to  introduce 
the  article,  where,  on  account  of  its  cheapness, 
convenience  and  utility  in  starting  fires  in  steam 
engines,  il  is  sure  to  meet  with  a  successful  recep- 
tion. 


—On  the  2lst  0  Paiz  says  that  a  gold  medal 
will  be  struck  at  the  Mint  to  commemorate  the  ar- 
rival of  the  American  squadron. 

—On  llie  20th  the  Jotnal  do  Commercio  men- 
lions  with  all  reserve  that  the  minister  of  finance, 
Gen.  Karbnsa,  will  visit  Bahia  early  next  month. 

— Morris  has  just  brought  down  27  kinds  of 
camelias  from  S.  Paulo  for  Gen.  Deodoro,  but  he 
did  not  get  his  restaurant  at  the  Botanical  Garden, 
all  the  same. 

—A  man  complained  to  the  police  recently  that 
he  bad  been  robbed  of  800$  and  suspected  an  em- 
ploye who  had  disappeared.

—On  the  201  li  a  Spanish  woman,  still  young,  ap- 
peared at  the  police  office  and  declared  (hat  as  her 
two  children,  3  and  5  years  old,  prevented  her 
earning  a  living,  she  wished  10  turn  them  over  to 
the  authorities,  who  appear  to  have  taken  charge 
of  these  foundlings  of  a  new  description. 

— Gen  Constant  did  not  like  a  reference  made  by 
the  Diarto  do  Commercio  to  his  tables  drawn  up  for 
the  benefit  ol  the  old  "  Monte  Pio  "  and  sent  Ma- 
jor Sadie"  to  explain  that  these  tables  had  been  sub- 
mitted to  ample  discussion,  both  at  the  Polytechnic 
School  and  by  the  directors  of  the  Monte  Pio.

— On  the  21st  inst.  the  Diaiio  do  Commercio 
tells  the  story  ol  a  poor  man  in  the  last  stages  ol 
consumption,  a  patient  in  the  Misericordia  hospital, 
who  wished  to  legitimize  his  children  by  marrying 
his  mistress,  their  mother.  The  woman  was  a 
minor,  and  Sr.  Aragao,  the  judge  of  marriages, 
salvo  seja,  placed  obstacles  in  the  way,  with  the 
result  that  the  man  died  and  the  woman  and 
children  are  left  without  the  reparation  which  the 
dying  man  wished  to  make. 

— Among  the  departures  by  the  Britannia  on 
the  18th  inst.  was  Mr.  A.  T.  Crocker,  ol  the 
Equitable  Life  Assurance  Society,  who  has  been 
employed  here  during  the  past  six  months  in  or- 
ganizing the  work  which  that  company  has  under- 
taken in  ibis  country.  In  his  short  residence  here 
Mr.  Crocker  made  many  warm  personal  friends 
whose  good  wishes  go  with  him  wherever  he  may 
go.  Should  he  ever  return  this  way  again  he  will 
meet  with  a  hearly  reception. 

— A  mysterious  crime  occurred  here  on  the  night 
of  the  17th  inst.  A  man  whose  name  is  given  as 
Elliott  and  who  is  described  as  an  American,  was 
found  dead  with  his  throat  cut,  in  his  house  on  the 
Rua  Santa  Luzia.  The  man's  wife  declared  he 
had  come  home  drunk  and  cut  his  throat  in  a  fit  of 
frenzy  with  a  piece  of  crockery,  but  the  police  sur- 
geon- suspect  a  crime  from  their  examination  of 
the  wound,  and  the  authorities  have  the  wife  and 
a  female  servant  in  custody. 

— As  a  poor  laborer  was  sprinkling  chloride-  of 
lime  about  a  sewer  opening  a  few  days  since,  a  lit- 
tie  of  the  powder  fell  on  the  immaculate  unmen- 
tionables of  a  passing  police  inspector.  An  ex- 
plosion of  righteous  indignation  immediately  fol- 
lowed and  the  poor  fellow  was  marched  oil  to  a 
police  station  under  arrest.

Rubber.— In  the  absence  ol  any  new  feature  to  disturb  the 
general  position  of  this  article,  our  market  has  continued  re" 
markably  even  in  tone  and  temper  during  the  last  three  weeks. 
All  arrivals  finding  ready  buyers  without  exciting  undue  com- 
petition, prices  have  ruled  steady,  and  unaffected  by  occasional 
fluctuations  of  exchange,  at  3^500  per  kilo,  for  fine,  and  j$6od 
(or  coarse  Upriver.  and  at  3$3,o  and  28350  for  Islands,  the 
latter  description  only  having  improved  in  value  since  -n  r  last 
advices.  As  was  expected  entries  have  also  this  month  fallen 
short  of  the  quantity  received  during  the  same  pcriec"  last  year 
the  difference  being  80  tons,  viz;  660  tons  against  7ic  tons  in 
May,  1889.  These  short  receipts  added  to  the  580  Ijas  of  the 
preceding  months  give  so  far  a  total  deficiency  of  660  tons,  as 
compared  with  last  year;  certainly  a  serious  item  considering, 
that  it  represents  4  per  cent,  of  last  year's  crop,  thai  there  has 
never  before  been  a  retrogression  in  the  former  annually  in- 
creasing production  of  rubber  and  that  the  growing  consump- 
tion of  this  article  can  but  badly  afford  to  be  deprived  of  so 
large  a  quantity  at  the  present  time.
